one of the fhiest, most healthy, and 
moat beautiful in the world; but be 
neath this beauty, otio feels that thèie 
lies a great, buried past. 

There are wonderful stores, equal to 
anytUng in Paris and London, .out 
evierywhere is the Impression of the 
past, to be conjured up by the sight 
of the Obelisks and columns. On all 
sides is teemhjg interest, Professor 
Harvey- Jellie spoke of Mussolini, who, 
hi 1919, founded Fascism in Milan. No 
matter what we may say of him, we 
must admit that he has done great 
work, not only extending and beauti- 
fying inodem:.Ra«^^^^^H|4^^ 
ing. ai\d .u^eart@ner.tt^^Stme^^«t.

Attributing the decline . in the rub- 
ber footwear Industry of Canada to the 
lower standard of living In competi- 
tive countries such as Czechoslovakia, 
SIngapo r e|ta n d Japan, Mr. Thomas 
Keimèd|g^^prcsIdont and Man- 
aging Dir^çtœ^v^f the .Northern Rub- 
ber Company' addressed : the ' monthly 
luncheon -of the Commercial Under- 
graduates' Society In the Union yes- 
terday neon. Guests^jbf ^tii: Society 
included Dr. Day, Professors R. R. 
Thompson, Herbert Tate and Eugene 
Forsey. ' , .. ; 

The peak of the footwear industry' 
hi this country was reached in 1928 at 
.which time nearly,, ntoeteen million 
dollars Worth of the product was ab- 
sorbed h) the domestic market. From 
that commanding position we' have 
now^sunk.to fifth or sixth place in the 
fieM'of'exiiwrt, This i«pid decltoe may 
be attributed to several causes, fore- 
mast of which Is foreign compétition. 
An extremely low standard of wages 
attracted the industry to Czeohoslo- 
vaida. ÀiEtivitles were ttien extended 
to other countries. In 1929 the gov- 
ernment was persuaded to levy a duty 
on imported rubber footwear into 
Oreat Britain. The same year Japan 
took advantage of the depreciated 
British pound and flooded that coun- 
try with cheap footwear. Again a pro- 
tective tariff had to be set up to ke<ep 
out the Japanese encroachment. 

Canada Affected . , 
In Canada, the domestic situation 
was equally discouraging. Between 
1939 and>1933, .v total . sales^idemased 
ftom'ninefêéii^'té' fe^ miilibnsi^^eign 
importations lately brought about 
this disastrous .'decUne, In ip33 alone 
.oyer rae mllUon. pairs, of rubber, footr 
wear were iailowed In from outside 
countries, nie sources of ttie raw 
materials in' order of -the mahufactur- 
tog process caine from ., Stogapore, 
Czechoslovakia and Japan. Our fail- 
ure to compete in the same class as 
foreign countries is due first to the 
high , cost of raw|nM|mials. Such in- 
gredients as apMpijBnd rosto are 
heavily taxed. But inasmuch as crude 
rubber is. duty ffee and very cheap, the 
above reason is only partially respons< 
ible for thé high selling price. 

More at the root of the trouble Is, 
the cost of labour. In this country it 
constitutes about 485 per cent of the 
total cost of the manufactured article 
whereas to Czechoslovakia it amounts 
to abolit 20-22^ per cent. Singapore 
and Japan pay. as niuch for a day's 
labour as we do for an hour. Besides 
child labour and work to . tlie home is 
not uncommon in these countries. A

MUCH ACCOMPLISHED 

Mendel Loxer Presents Con- 
gress Report to Anti- 
War League 

''A broad oommittee, that is .one 
comprising all shades of political and 
social tendency, against war, to every 
school, factory, mill, hospital— this is 
stop on the way to combatttog War 
and Fascisni," stated Mendel Laxcr 
last night in' his report on the stu- 
dent Oongr^ held at Brussèla . last 
December, at which he represented Mc- 
Oill. The meeting was opened by Har- 
old Parsons, substituting as chahman 
for Keith McKenrie, who was unable 
toi be present , , ; 

Laxer began by reading; the Declara- 
tion of the Rights of Students drawn 
up at the- Congress. It portrayed the 
great sacrifices our students today are 
forced to make, the suppression of cul- 
ture that Is . going on. It protested 
against compulsory official associations 
for studciits to Fascist countries, the 
military sph-lt , tovadlng sports,' tihe 
forctag.of woman out of educational 
and .cultural centres back toto the 
home and the kitchen, ■ ■f '. • . 
Conditions Deploiable
